TUCSON (Ariz.) March 8.—The 
story that President Carranza of 1 
Mexico sent word through Ambas- 
sador Henry P. Fletcher to the State 
Department that he was prepared 
to confront” either war or interven- 
tion on the part of the United States 
if necessary to settle certain difficul- 
ties between the two countries, was 
given to the American public for the 
first time yesterday during a session 
of the Fall Senate committee here 
investigating Mexico. 

In questioning Bracey Curtis, pres- 
ident of the Nogales (Ariz.) First 
National Bank and Nogalés Chamber 
of Commerce, g witness, regarding 
the agzarian law in the State 
of Sonora. Senator Fall incor- 
porated in the committee record an 
excerpt from a letter written by Am- 
bassador Fletcher to Secretary Lans- 
ing. describing Carranza’s attitude 
toward protests made by the United 
States regarding Mexico's arbitrary 
land laws.

Corporation dividends distrib- 
uted as stock do not constitute 
dd are not- 40 
Federal income taxes, the Su- 
reme Court held today in a 


five-to-four decision. 
Provisions of the 1916 Federal 
income-tax law, levying taxes on 
stock dividends, were declared un- 
constitutional. The decision nulli- 


fied similar provisions of the pres- 
ent law and will involve great loss 
in revenues to the government and 
many refunds of such taxes already 
collected. Large financial interests 
likewise will be affected and numer- 
ous stock ‘dividends of generous pro- 
portion are expected to be de- 
clared Soon. 

In the majority decision by Jus- 
tice Pitney. Chief Justice White and 
Justices McKenna, Van Deventer 
and McReynolds concurred. Of the 
four dissenting members, Justice 
Holmes read a brief opinion in 
which he was joined by Justice Day, 
Brandeis delivered a

In holding stock distributions are 
not dividends, on account of no sep- 
aration of corporate assets being in- 
volved, Justice Pitney declares stock 
shares “are nothing except paper 
certificates” in undistributed assets, 
are not rea profits and, there- 
fore, are not taxable.

FOUR DISSENTING JUDGES. 


All four dissenting justices con- 
tended Congress had power to tax 
stock dividends, holding such divi- 
dends are “Income.” The Sixteenth 
Amendment, the minority declared, 
is broad enough to justify the tax. 
Justices Branden ard Clarke 
characterized the majority view as 
“narrow” and “bizarre” and said it 
would permit many corporations to 
escape taxation on much of what 
is actually their income.”

For the balance of 
the session prices continued to 
strengthen, final quotations for lead- 
ing shares making substantial gains. 

During the decline frightened 
traders sold almost regardless of 
value. The hundreds of thousands of 
dollars they forfeited were captured 
on the rebound by others who had 
refused to sell on the strength of the 
first and false reports, or who were 
in ignorance of what was happen- 
ing. 
General Motors, the star perform- 
er, gained fifteen points before noon, 
reacted eleven points on receipt of 
the erroneous report, and then rose 
to 391, a net gain of 421-4 points. 

Crucible Steel, another spectacular 
feature, gained thirty points after 
having shown an actual loss of ten 
points. Many other industrial shares 
closed five to ten points up.

“Na part of the assets of the 
company is separated from the com- 
mon fund,” he said, nothing dis- 
tributed except paper certificates 
that evidence an antecedent in- 
crease in the value of the stock- 
holder’s capital interest resulting 
from an accumulation of pfofits by 
the company, but profits so far as- 
sorbed in the business as to render 
it impracticable to separate them 
for withdrawal and distribution. 

“Far from being a realization of 
profits of the stockholder, it tends 
rather to postpone such realization, 
in that the fund represented by the 
new stock has been transferred 
from surplus. to capital, and no 
longer is available for actual dis- 
tribution. 

GIVES BASIC REASON, 

“The essential and controlling 
fact is that the stockholder has 
received nothing out of the com- 
pany’s assets for his separate use 
and benefit: on the contrary, every 
dollar of his original investment 
together with whatever accretions 
and accumulations have resulted 
from employment of money and 
that of the other ckholders in 
the business of the company still 
remains the property of the com- 
pany, and subject to business risks 
which may result in wiping out the 
entire investment. Having regard 
to the very truth of the matter, to 
substance and not to form, he has 
received nothing that answers the 
definition of income in the mean- 
ing of the Sixteenth Amendment. 

“We are clear that not only does 
a stock dividend really take npth- 
ing from the property of the ecor- 
poration and add nothing to that 
ef the shareholder, but that the 
antecedent accumulation of profits 
evidenced thereby, while indicating 
that the shareholder is the richer 
because of an increase of his capital, 
at the same time shows he has not 
realized or received any income in 
the transsaction. 

NOT AFFECTED BY SALES. 

“It is said that a stockholder may 
sell the new shares acquired in the 
stock dividend; and so he may, if 
he can find a buyer. It is equally 
true that if he does sell, and in do- 
ing so realizes a profit, such prof- 
jt, like any other, is income, and 
so far as it may have arisen since 
the Sixteenth Amendment, is tax- 
able by Congress without apportion- 
tionment. 

»The same would be true were he 
to sell some of his original shares at 
a profit. But if a shareholder sells 
Gividend stock he necessarily dis- 
poses of a part of his capital inter- 
est, just as if he should sell a part 
of his old stock, either before or 
after the dividend. 

“What he retains no longer en- 
titles him to the same proportion of 
future dividends as before the 
sale. Yet, without selling, the 
shareholder, unless possessed of oth- 
er resources, has not the where- 
withal to pay an income tax upon 
the dividend stock. Nothing could 
more clearly show that to tax @ 
stock dividend is to tax a capital 
increase and not income than this 
demonstration that in the nature of 
things it requires conversion of cap- 


al in order to pay the tax.“

ployed subsequent to his first 


arrest. 
It developed that Rittenhouse got 
his job in the bank under his own 
name, despite ite wide advertising 
in connection with the former 


was at liberty under $1000 bond, 
awaiting trial. Federal officers, 
armed with a warrant, are looking 
for him. 

Last September, Rittenhouse was 
arrested on charges of forgery, 
fraud and grand larceny, to which 
was later added a charge of using 
the mails jn a scheme to defraud. 
It was asserted that he victimized 
the Marion R. Gray Company, 812 
South Los Angeles street, his em- 
ployer, by destroying checks of the 
company, making out others to 
fictitious persons, cashing them in 
New York and buying Liberty-Bonds 
with the stolen money. 

LETTER BEHIND CHARGE. 

Yesterday, he was charged again 
with using the mails to defraud, the 
complaint, sworn to before U. 8. 
Commissioner Long by Asst. U. 8. 
Dist.-Atty. Lawson, being based on 
a letter to John O. 
brokers in 
Building. This letter, dated last 
February 23, is declared to be a link 
in a transaction by which Ritten- 
house bought Liberty Bonds with 
money fraudulently’ obtained from 
the bank, where he worked as a 
clerk in the statement department. 
His procedure in the latest case, it 
is declared, was to write checks 
against accounts seldom drawn 
upon. 

The new charge against Ritten- 
house furnishes the latest chapter 
in one of the strangest cases in 
local police annals. 

Last September 26 he was ar- 
rested at Seattle with Caroline Har- 
ris, a young girl of this city. The 
authorities stated the two were 
found together at a. hotel in the 
northern city. Both were included 
in the charge of using the mails 
to defraud. 

It was asserted that Miss Har- 
ris, using the name “Miss Ella 
Buell,” received at the postoffice here 
the bonds bought in New York with 
money stolen from the Gray com- 
pany. Miss Harrie’s mother also 
stated the girl was in New York 
during some of the time the Rit- 
tenhouse transactions were in prog- 
rees at that er. 

The mother also said Rittenhouse 
and Miss Harris had told her last 
May that they were married; they 
went away on a honeymoon trip, 
the parent related. 

SHE DENIED GUILT, 

Miss Harris was released from 
jail on her own recognizance last 
October 13, and immediately denied 
that she had had any part in the 
crooked work charged, that she had 
been traveling with Rittenhouse or 
that she had ever claimed him as 
her husband. 

The man was also freed on bond 
later on. 

In December it developed that the 
authorities did not know of their 
whereabouts, and a search was be- 
gun, but they appeared in town two 
days later. 

Since the two were released., 
nothing has been done toward pros- 
ecuting the charges against them. 

In the original case against Rit- 
tenhouse, it was declared that while 
in charge of the books of the Gray 
company, last May, he destroyed 
checks for about $9000, drawn on 
the Chase National Bank of New 
York. Then, it was stated, he wrote 
new checks to fictitious persons for 
the same amounts, had these checks 
cashed at the New York bank, and 
immediately invested the proceeds in 
Liberty Bonds. 

In the bank fraud, aecording to 
the charges, he operated in almost 
exactly the same way The letter 
to John O. Knight & Co. contained 
a check for $400, whica was in- 
vested in Liberty Bonds that were 
sent to Rittenhouse at Glendale, the 
officers say.

Ex-Manual Arts Instructor 
Victim of Worry. 

Is Dead at Honolulu After 

Troubled by Athletic Heart, 
Insurance Rebuff.

GRAND JURY IN | 
SPEED INQUIRY. 


Investigation on Into All 
Highway Tests. 


Allege Deliberate Plans to 
Violate the Law. 


Auto Club Backs County and 
State Officials. 


A sweeping investigation of. all 
tests of speed on the Los Angeles 
county roads was begun yesterday 
by Deputy District Attorney Becker 
and the county grand jury. Fol- 
lowing the receipt yesterday of a let- 
ter from the Board of Supervisors 
and a number of complaints made 
to Dist.-Atty. Woolwine and the 
grand jury, a number of persons 
were called to appear before the in- 
quisitors to testify as to their 
knowledge of such speed tests. 

It as understood that the in- 
vestigation will not only include an 
inquiry into a recent test, in which 
an average of fifty miles an hour 
was maintained between Los An- 
geles and San Francisco, but will 
take in trials in which a  prear- 
ranged plan was made to go faster 
than permitted on the county roads, 
The investigators hold that if a 
man is arrested for ordinary speed- 
ing, others who make plans to ex- 
ceed the speed limit are much more 
liable.

Josephus says that the Hebrews acknowl- 
edged only the sovereignty of God, or a 
divine government; but Solomon compelled 
the Canaanites who were left in the coun- 
try to pay him tribute. It was paid to 


in their authority and dignity. In that 
early day they had no army nor naval es 
tablishments, no airplane programme nor 
the thousand and one items of expense that 
now fall to government, but they paid both 
gold and silver, and the delinquents were 
visited by government agents Who hauled 
them over the coals, 

And the taxes were a straight levy, not 
based on incomes or excess profits, and 
We do not understand there were any cor- 
porationg to be shaken down, but payment 
‘Was compelled, and we know no excuses 
were made, neither were there any exemp- 
tions applying to a married man or the 
head of the family. f 

Our old friend. Pharaoh, who went wet 
when his horsemen were swallowed up in 
the Red Sea. was the original Collector Car- 
ter of the old Bible days. He put the land 
to a tribute or tax of a hundred talents 
of silver and a talent of gold, and Jehoa- 
kim was his collector. It was in the reign 
of Jehoaha, who had just become a voter 
in Jerusalem and was busy organizing a 
| Herbert Hoover Club in the town. He got 

in bad with Pharaoh and was put in bonds 
at Riblah. which. we presume is another 
way for saying that he was thrown into 
the village jail. Then the money was col- 
lected according to the commdnd of Pha- 
raoh. But it seems that before Jehoakim 
got the money that he went into court and 
had his name changed to Ellakim. pos- 
sibly so that the irate taxpayers would not 
recognize him. 

In the third year of Cyrus, King of Per- 
sia, a promise was revealed unto Daniel. 
declaring that a tax-gatherer should be de- 
stroyed in a few days, but not in anger nor 
in battle, leaving the inference that a mob 
of taxpayers were about to take him out 
and hang him to a convenient tree. So it 
seems that tax collectors are about as pop- 
ular these days as they were in the time 
of Cyrus. But it does not appear that even 
at that time there were any officials known 
as field agents, who went over the books 
of the people to see whether they had made 
a fair and honest return. 

* „ 

It will be recalled that when Caesar Au- 
gustus was in power and Quirinus was Gov- 
ernor of Syria, after having just been 
elected for a third term because he had 
kept the Syrians out of war, the first named 
issued a proclamation signed by his Sec- 
retary of State (that was before he had 
been dismissed because he had presided 
at Cabinet meetings without the knowl- 
edge of Quirinus,) that the whole world. 
should be taxed. And all the people went 
to their own city to be taxed. The later 


the people being “enrolled,” but Cruden 
refers to it as being ‘taxed. , 
This was an evident improvement over 
the present method. Now it is left to the 
people to say, of course accompanied by 2 
hand-painted affidavit, that they are not 
liable, but in the old days everybody had 
to go and make a showing to the tax-gath- 


Somehow we think the biblical method had 
its advantages, as it offered no premium 
on perjury. And we do not understand that 
anybody was allowed, to get away because 
they supported Quirinus at the last elec- 
tion 


The children of Israel also had their 
troubles, but the statement made in an, 
afternoon paper of that date that they fied 
into the wilderness to escape taxation was 
no doubt exaggerated. Theudas, who had 
given himself out ag amounting to some- 
thing, in the days of the taxes, perished, 
and Judas of Galilee, who bolted because 
he was not chosen as a delegate to the 
national convention, was scattered abroad. 
Thus we learn that in the long ago it did 
not pay to stand out against the govern- 
ment. 


But it was Christ Himself who taught the 
lesson that religion did not exempt the Phar- 
iseés from their civil duties and obedierce to 
princes wherein they have a power to com- 
mand when they showed Him a denarius 
and asked whether it was lawful to pay 
tribute to Caesar. He told them to render 
unto Caesar the things that are Caesar’s 
and unto God the things that are God's. 
Since that day there has been no appeal 
from the decrees of Congress as to taxes. 
and the wise man walks up to the collect- 
or’s office and tenders his cash or certified 
check. If he deems it a privilege to do so 
he can write out his sentiments and leave 
a copy with the cashier—but he pays. 


Paul in Romans taught the lesson of obe- 
dience to the rulers and the utter useless- 
ness of filing an overcharge bill with the 
Internal Revenue Department. The tax- 
payer may get à rebate, but the money, if 
received, will go to his heirs or assigns, 
unless he survives to be runner-up with 
Methuselah. Paul. adjures the people to 
pay tribute to whom tribute is due, and it 
followed ag a corollary that the taxpayer 
could pass the load over to the ultimate 
consumer, a lesson that has not been for- 
gotten even to this day. 

Another passage showing how the people 
were shaken down by the rulers in the 
early times is indicated in the letter sent 
by the King Artaxerxes to Exra, the priest, 
on this subject. There was no Albert Sid- 
ney Burleson in charge of the Postoffice De- 
partment at that time, and the missive was 
promptly delivered. Artaxerxes made a de- 
cree that the people should turn over to 
Exra a hundred talents of silver, a hundred 
measures of wheat, a hundred baths of oil 
and a hundred baths of wine and a quan- 
tity of salt, which he did not specify. But 
Artaxerxes played a lot of favorites in his 
letter ordering that the priests and Levites, 
the singers and the porters should not pay 
the tax or tribute. It was al] rigut to ex- 
empt the priests and Levites, and possibly 
the porters (tips were unknown in that 
day;) but we do not understand how the 
singers escaped. It would have been more

The rebellion of Jerobodm on account ot 
heavy taxes levied by Solomon, that after- 
ward grew into the revolt of the Ten Tribes, 
was the most pretentious kick against the 
levy of the powers in Bible times of which 
we have any knowledge. Jeroboam was at 
first compelled to take refuge in Egypt, and 
it was on account of the taxes and levies 
laid by Solomon that the Israelites said 
unto Rehoboam, the son of Solomon: “Thy 
father made our yokes grievous; now there- 
fore make thou the grievous service of thy 
father and his heavy yokes which he put 
upon us lighter and we will serve thee.” 
From the beginning the people of the 
world have been laid under taxes ig ee 
maintenance of the governments, and m 
the days of Pharaoh the cost has been 
passed to the ultimate consumer. Possibly 
on the ground that everything worth hav- 
ing costs something, and as the rulers are 
not possessed of the price the cost is hand- 
ed down to those who have. 


ATION’S GREATEST ENTERPRISE. 

The project to control and conserve 
the waters of the Colorado River, unques- 
tionably the greatest constructive enter- 
prise now before the people of the United 
States, is being definitely considered by 
Congress, before which body an appropria- 
tion measure is pending. It is receiving 
the earnest consideration of people all over 
the country and particularly in the South- 
west, where the enormous benefits that 
will accrue from harnessing the great river 
will be most strongly felt and where they 
are best understood. 

The project has been before the people 
for many years. Engineers have invest 
gated the conditions thoroughly and have 
pronounced it entirely feasible. Controlling 
the waters of the turbulent Colorado would 


Valley and Yuma Valley and would bring 
under cultivation and into productivity 
more than a million acres of rich land that 
is now barren. It would create hydroelec- 
tric energy on such a gigantic scale that 
even the investigating engineers have not 
undertaken to express the full result in fig- 
ures, 
While seven or eight States of the South- 
west are most closely interested in the 
project and would be most closely identi- 
ned with the changes which its consum- | 
mation will bring, the project, because of 
its enormmously valuable producing power, 
is properly regarded as national in scope 
and importance. The value of the electric 
power would accrue to the nation as a 
whole. The increased food production 
would be largely brought about in the rich 
silt lands of California and Arizona. The 
whole Southwest would be directly en- 
riched, and Los Angeles, the center of sup- 
ply and distribution for this region, would 
undoubtedly receive much greater benefits 
than any other city, although communities 
in many portions of the country would also 
share in the wealth-producing power of the 
harnessed river. 

The project has been discussed for many 
years. Business men and engineers have 
advocated it with energy and enthusiasm. 
Little, if anything, has ever been said 
against it, yet, for one reason and another, 
definite action has not been taken. The 
movement to undertake the work is strong- 
er now than ever before. In Washington 
and here in Los Angeles it is being strong- 
ly emphasized. Franklin K. Lane, former 
Secretary of the Interior, will address the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce on the 
subject. He is the father of the reclama- 
tion bill before Congress. He not only is 
thoroughly conversant with the merits of 
the Colorado River project, but believes in 
it firmly.

bearing heavily on the future prosperity 
and progress of the Southwest, will be the 
basic subject of discussion. From this con- 
vention it can reasonably be expected that 
the wishes of the many who favor the 
project in a general way will be crystallized 
into a concrete expression that will have a 


essary action to undertake and complete 
the great work. | 

To understand the project is to favor it, 
so the information that will be made avail- 
able at the convention of the League of the 
Southwest will, in itself, be a stromg fac- 
tor in promoting the enterpriss. 

The entire region traversed by the Colo- 
rado River is of intense interest to the peo- 
ple of the United States. Its upper val- 
leys contain valuable forests and its lofty 
hills mineral deposits of untold value The 
basin is traversed by four trunk-line rail- 
roads, all of which could use power devel- 
oped by harnessing the river. The river 
from the source of the Green to the Gulf 
of California is 1700 miles long. It has its 
beginning in a group of lakes among the 
Wind River Mountains. The stream there 
is fed from perpetual snowbanks. Aug- 
mented by innumerable mountain cascades 
and torrents the river winds, in ever-increas- 
ing volume, through giant canyons, huge 
gashes that it has cut for itself for hun- 
dreds of miles. There is no grander scen- 
ery in the world than that of the Colorado 
River canyons. 

In the lower basin lands of California 
and Arizona a little of the waters of the 
river have been put to use. and where these | 
waters have been utilized the forbidding 
desert has been transformed to carth’s fair- 
est garden spots. Untrammeled and un- 
harnessed, much of the water goes to waste 
into the Gulf of California. Ever treacher- 
ous, the river seeks continually to change 
its course. At times it has angrily torn 
away banks and levees and destroyed much 
property. Unchecked, it is a menace to 
rich farming sections. Harnessed and put 
to work, it will be one of the nation’s great- 
est assets.
